Troops from many of the allied nations who will 
participate in Britain’s victory parade on June 
8 have converted Kensington Gardens into a 
cosmopolitan “camp of all nations.” 

The Danish, Norwegian, Bel- ° 
gian and. Dutch contingents 
occupy rows of tents adjoining 
the main read. through the camp. 

Each country has a main as- 

sembly tent and behind each of 
rows of smaller 
tents in which the men sleep, three 
or four to a-tent. The men sleep 
on mattresses, raised a few in- 
¢ches above the ground grass. 
Ky In an. inspection tour of the 
camp, a tall Irish guardsman 
sgid the guests are given every 
possible attention. 

Camp regulations are fairly 
lenjent. There are no fixed hours 
for rising or going to bed, 

“Troops are free .to eat where 
they wish if they do not like the 
messes, where the food served is 
better than British civilian siand- 
ards. Some_ of the contingents 
prepare their own food. 

The Nepalese for instance, have 
bro tht: their own pouts, which 
the; slaughter on the spot. 

There are open air washing 
facilities, and hot water is pro- 
vided for those whoechouse to ent 
at the camp messes. Breakfast is 
at 8, Junch at 12.30, tea at 6 and 
supper at 8.—Associnted Press.

The boats uscd mcaeure from 
50 to 100 feet in leaeth, are de- 
signed to represent a dragon 
and are painted” fl colours of 
the rainbow. The carsmen sit 
two abreast and in the prow of 
the bont the coxawain stands 
beating a large sized Chinese 
drum to regulate the strokes of 
the rowers. 

These dragon boat races may 
he likened to the Oxford-Cam- 
bridge boat races and in pre-war 
days, the meetings which were 
held at North Point and Aber- 
deen, were witnessed by — en- 
thusingtic crowds lined along 
the -waterfront. .Cash — prizes 
were awarded the winners, but 
the glory of winning, a race was 
the chief incentive to the crew 
to do their best.

The Old Record 


* The old record of 46.4 seconds 
was set by Ben Eastman of Stan 
ford University in 1932 in annex- 
ing the LC. 4-A (American Inter- 
colleginte) title. “It was equalled 
by Grover Kdemmer of the Uni-. 
versity of California in 1941, 


Eastman sct the new Quartor 
Mile record shortly before the 
Olympic Games at Los Angeles, 
where he was, hoxyever, nosed out 
by William A. Carr of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, who sect a 
new record of 46.2 seconds for 400 
metres in the process. 


A new world record was looked 
forward to in the following year, 
but Carr had to retire from the 
track after being seriously injured 
in a motor accident, Eastman 
switched to the half-mile where he 
set_a new record of 1 min. 49.8 
fces,, Which has since. been con- 
siderably bettered by Jolin Wood- 
ruft and others. 


The next Olympic year—1936.— 


produced two formidable contend- . 


ers for a new world mark, Archia 
Williams, the University of Cali- 
fornia negro, set rc new record of 
46.1 sces. for 400 metres, equivalent 
to 46.3 or 46.4 secs, for the quarter- 
mile in a heat of the 

Collegiate Championships. 


Aas he was only running in 
heat, Williams cased up in , 
home stretch and robbed himself 
of a new world record that would 
have been hard to beat. He won 
the Olympic Games titlo at Berlin 
from.Godfrey Brown, the Canta- 
brian, in 46.6 recs, 

Willinms was as unlucky os 
Carr, injuring his foot in the 1947 
season and never recovering his 
old form, Quarter-milera in the 
years following never quite ap- 
proached the same standard, 
though Ray Malott of Stanford 
turned in 46.6 secs. .and-- Loron 
Benke of ‘Washington State 46.8. 

Tho seanon of 1941 turned out 
Grover 
who equalled Eastman’s record 
and managed 46.1 socs.-in a relay 
heat ogainst Cliff Bourland of 
U.S.C. who touched 45.9 secs. 
The Pacific War washed out the 
hope of n new record in 1042.
